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Superindent’s Report 


To the School Board of Wakefield: 


Gentlemen: —With this, my third annual report 
as superindent of the schools of Wakefield, I submit 
the statistics of the schools for the year ending June 
30, 1921. I also shall include information, which 
should interest the citizens, concerning the school con- 
ditions of the present school year; and some sugges- 
tions as to preparations which should be made to im- 
prove conditions next year. 
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Examination of the preceding table shows that the 
total number of pupils enrolled during the year is 
eleven less than in the year preceding. The average 
membership is the same as during that year. The per 
cent of attendance is one per cent lower. This fact is 
chiefly due to the prevalence of contagious diseases in 
town. The number of instances of tardiness has great- 
ly increased over the year endeng Aug. 31, 1920. The 
number seems inexcusable. Indifference on the part of 
some parents must be the true cause. Co-operation on 
the part of parents should be the remedy for this con- 
dition. But, if this co-operation cannot be obtained, 
more drastic action on the part of truant officers may 
have to be applied.

SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 

The duildings are all in good general repair. The 
interior of the primary building at Sanbornville needs 
renovation. The most urgent demands for the com- 
ing year are heating plants for the building at Union 
and for the Grammer School at Sanbornville. These 
demands seem imperative. The furnaces are both 
worn out. Ifthe one at Union wasever satisfactory, 
it ceased to be so long ago. For years it has been im- 
possible to heat the hall and the schoolrooms at the 
same time, and frequently it has been difficult to heat - 
the north room sufficiently. It is efficient only in the 
consumption of fuel. 

I recommend that steam plants be installed in both 
buildings. The cost of installation may be somewhat 
greater than that of hot air furnaces, but this will be 
offset by the greater economy of operation. Moreover, 
we shall be able to have heat where we want and when 
we want it. An appropriation should be made for this 
purpose at the District Meeting. 


TEACHERS 


During the year ending June 30, 1921, eleven 
schools were in session, the same number as during 
the preceding year. Nine of these schools were under 
the instruction of the same teachers.as during the pre- 
ceding year. Only one change in teachers was made 
during the year. Owing to illness, Miss Magnusson 
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was obliged to resign during the winter and Mr. Geo. 
E. Farnham completed the year at Union Grammar 
School. ; 

At the beginning of the present year the number 
of schools was reduced to nine. At Woodman there 
were found to be only four pupils and it was decided to 
transport these to East Wakefield. At North Wake- 
field, owing to the removal of several families, the . 
number of pupils was reduced to three. This school 
was closed and the pupils are being transported to 


East Wakefield; and Miss Blaisdell, to Wakefield Cor- 
ner. Of the teachers this year all but one were with 
us last year. We are fortunate in having so few 
changes. There isa great advantage in being able to 
retain the services of the same teachers for several 
years. 

HEALTH WORK. 

With this report 1am transmitting the report of 
the school nurse, to which I call your attention. The 
nurse’s. report will show that the health of the 
pupils is being carefully considerel. The result 
shown by the annual examination this year is very en- 
couraging. Where 98 pupils were found under weight 
last year, only 10 were found this year. The number 
with defective vision is reduced from 28 to 7, and the 
number with defective throats is reduced from 72 to 38. 
These figures would seem to give a decisive answer to 
the question whether or not health supervision produc- 
es any beneficial effects. I am also fully convinced 
that we should give to careful health supervision much 
credit in preventing thespread of contagious diseases 
last year both at Union and at Sanbornville.

During the year seven children had their adenoids 
and tonsils removed. Nine coildren have had defect- 
ive vision corrected. A few children have had dental 
work done, but there are still a large number who, it is 
hoped, may secure dental treatment during the coming 
- summer. Very few under weight children were found, 
which is a great improvement over last year. 


Health rules were taught to children by means of 
health talks given in the schools and reading Fairy 
Health Stories to the primary grades. . 

The Modern Health Crusade is being conducted in 
a number of schools. The children are weighed at 
stated intervals and, when an under-weight child is 
found, the child and parents are advised in regard to 
proper treatment to overcome this defect. 

Nursing visits are made in the homes is cases of 
illness. An emergency box has been placed in each 
school. In two of our rural schools, the teachers 
are serving a hot lunch at noon to pupils who are un- 
able to go home to dinner. In the other school 
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about fifty children are given a cup of milk and 
cracker every forenoon at 10:30 o’clock. 

I wish to take this opportunity to thank the 
parents and teachers for their hearty co-operation in 
this important work.
